GEM  UnC.  (Gem  Uncirculated)  -  The  perfect 
uncirculated  item,  clean,  bright,  vivid,  crisp  (where 
paper  permits),  well-margined,  unimprovable,  without 
folds. 

CHOICE  UnC.  (Choice  Uncirculated)  -  A  lovely 
uncirculated  item,  having  only  a  hint  of  aging  or 
unevenness  of  the  margins,  face  or  back,  or  narrow 
margins  which  take  it  out  of  the  “Gem”  class. 

U  N  C .  (Uncirculated)  -  As  made  or  issued,  but 
margins  may  be  poor,  the  item  lightly  aged,  with 
border  trimming. 

CHOICE  AU  (Choice  Almost  Uncirculated)  - 
Essentially  a  mishandled  uncirculated  item  with 
deficiencies  like  a  corner  fold,  teller  counting  smudge 
or  count  wrinkling. 

AU  (Almost  Uncirculated)  -  There  is  one  fold,  a 
teller  counting  smudge  or  counting  wrinkling  present. 

EF  (Extremely  Fine)  -  An  item  which  may,  at  first 
glance,  look  uncirculated,  but  which  has  several  petty 
folds,  or  a  hard  crease  down  the  center  perhaps  with 
corner  folds.  Crisp,  bright,  vivid  and  pleasing,  the 
paper  as  made,  permitting. 

V  F  (Very  Fine)  -  Typically  an  item  marked  by 
moderate  quarterfolds  with  perhaps  a  few  other  signs 
of  handling.  Should  be  clean,  not 
seriously  aged,  torn,  or  pinholed. 


F  (Fine)  -  The  last  grade  of  an  item  in  which  the  paper 
still  has  body.  The  folds  are  numerous  and  the  design  is 
beginning  to  show  signs  of  soiling  wear. 

V G  (Very  Good)  -  A  well-circulated  item,  complete, 
unimpaired  except  lor  petty  tears  and  splits,  pin  holes, 
some  surface  splitting  along  heavy  folds  and  soiling. 

GOOD  -  An  even  more  heavily  circulated  item  with 
body  holes,  petty  tears  and  splits,  very  soiled  and  tired, 
scarcely  legible. 

FAIR  -  Heavily  worn,  split,  holed,  up  to  10%  gone, 
legibility  seriously  impaired. 

POOR  -  A  mere  remnant,  tattered  and  torn,  scarcely 
readable  with  typically  more  than  10%  of  its  surface 
area  gone.

Auburn  was  started  in  1900  with  a  capitalization  of 
$2,500  by  the  Eckhart  brothers.  In  1919,  William  Wrigley, 
Jr.,  the  chewing  gum  king,  bought  a  controlling  interest.  Due 
to  the  postwar  recession,  sales  languished  until  1924  when 
Errett  Lobban  Cord  acquired  an  interest  in  the  firm  and 
became  general  manager.  He  jazzed  up  the  styling  and 
improved  the  horsepower,  and  the  cars  began  to  sell. 
Auburn  Speedsters  competed  against  Stutz,  but  sold  for 
much  less.  Cord  acquired  Duesenberg,  Lexington  and 
Lycoming,  and  combined  his  companies  into  the  Cord 
Corporation.  The  Crash  of  1929  and  the  subsequent 
Depression  eventually  proved  to  be  too  much,  and  the 
company  failed  in  1936.

The  last  of  the  Checker  cabs 
disappeared  from  New  York  City  streets  only  a  few  years 
ago.

Edison’s  invention  relied  on  mechanical  amplification, 
and  by  1923,  when  this  certificate  was  issued,  his 
competitors  were  manufacturing  electrically  amplified, 
higher  fidelity  phonographs.  Edison  was  hard  of 
hearing  and  could  not  appreciate  the  difference  in 
sound  quality.  He  refused  to  allow  his  sons  to  waste 
time  and  money  to  develop  an  improved  electrically 
amplified  phonograph,  a  decision  that  would  have  dire 
consequences  for  the  Edison  Phonograph  Works.

He  then  moved  to  St.  Louis,  Missouri  where  he 
began  working  for  a  German  language  newspaper, 
the  Westtiche  Post.  In  1872  Pulitzer  purchased  the 
Post,  then  in  1878  he  bought  the  St.  Louis  Dispatch  , 
which  he  merged  as  the  St. Louis  Post-Dispatch.  As  a 
wealthy  man  by  1883,  he  purchased  the  New  York 
World  from  Jay  Gould.  Pulitzer  shifted  the  paper’s 
focus  to  human  interest  stories,  scandal  and 
sensationalism.  He  recruited  investigative  journalist, 
Nellie  Bly  and  cartoonist  Richard  F.  Outcault  to  work 
for  the  paper  helping  to  increase  its  circulation  from 
15,000  when  he  bought  the  paper  to  600,000-making 
it  the  largest  paper  in  the  country.  In  1895  William 
Randolph  Hearst  purchased  the  New  York  Journal , 
which  led  to  a  journalism  war  between  Pulitzer’s 
World  and  Hearst’s  Journal.  This  war  between  the 
two  just  before  the  Spanish-American  war  would  link 
Pulitzer’s  name  with  the  term  yellow  journalism.  After 
the  World  exposed  a  fraudulent  payment  of  $40 
million  by  the  United  States  to  the  French  Panama 
Canal  Company  in  1909,  Pulitzer  was  indicted  for 
libeling  Theodore  Roosevelt  and  J.P.  Morgan.  The 
courts  would  eventually  dismiss  the  charges.  At  his 
death,  Pulitzer  left  Columbia  University  $2  million 
which  led  to  the  creation  of  the  Columbia  University 
Graduate  School  of  Journalism.  In  1917,  the  first 
Pulitzer  Prizes  were  awarded,  in  accordance  to 
Pulitzer’s  wishes.

The  Prince  then 
arranged  the  recruitment  of  Germans  from  his  own  lands 
and  others  and  shipped  them  off  to  Indianola,  Texas  in 
1844.  The  migrants  moved  inland  to  the  appointed  site  and 
established  the  town  of  New  Braunfels.  This  had  the 
desirable  effect  of  settling  western  Texas  and  increasing  the 
value  of  the  Prince’s  investment.

Unknown  to  the 
collecting  fraternity  until  recently,  this  is  one  of  the  most 
unusually  graphic  certificates.

“Standard  Oil  Gang”.

He  started  his  business  career  as  a 
bookkeeper  and  by  age  19  was  a  partner  in  a 
produce  business.  He  began  operating  a  small 
refinery  with  his  partners,  and  he  quickly  became 
alerted  to  the  growing  investment  possibilities  in 
what  was  then  a  fairly  new  industry.  In  1870,  he 
organized  the  Standard  Oil  Company  of  Ohio  and 
proceeded  to  achieve  control  over  90%  of  the  oil 
refineries  in  the  country.  Rockefeller  had  little 
interest  in  discovering  oil;  he  left  that  to  the 
wildcatters  and  other  speculators.  He  concentrated 
on  the  transportation,  distribution  and  sale  of 
petroleum  products,  building  a  fortune  estimated  at 
over  a  billion  dollars.

John  Warne  Gates  (1855-1911)  was  an  American 
capitalist,  promoter,  daring  speculator  and  gambler  known 
as  “Bet-(You)-a-Million-Gates”.  His  exploits  were  both 
predatory  and  legendary,  but  he  failed  in  his  attempted 
bilking  of  J.P.  Morgan  during  a  battle  over  control  of  the 
Louisville  &  Nashville  Railroad.  Morgan  forced  Gates  out  of 
Wall  Street.  Gates  retired  from  New  York  and  went  on  to 
help  organize  the  Texas  Company,  a  forerunner  of  Texaco.

In 
February  1861  he  was  commissioned  a  brigadier  general  in 
the  Confederate  Army.  He  was  placed  in  command  of  the 
forces  in  Charleston,  South  Carolina.  Beauregard 
demanded  the  surrender  of  Fort  Sumter,  and  upon  Major 
Anderson’s  refusal  ordered  the  bombardment  that  began  the 
Civil  War.  Beauregard  took  the  field  at  the  first  victory  of 
Manassas  (Bull  Run).  He  took  command  at  Shiloh  on  the 
death  of  General  Johnston.  From  1863-64  he  took  charge  of 
the  coastal  defense  of  Georgia  and  South  Carolina,  and 
successfully  repelled  all  Union  attacks.  Beauregard  was 
then  sent  to  defend  Richmond  against  General  Butler  and 
later  Grant,  against  whom  he  set  defenses  at  Petersburg. 
He  turned  that  position  over  to  Lee  and  served  in  the  west. 
After  the  war  he  was  president  of  the  New  Orleans,  Jackson 
&  Great  Northern  RR  for  a  period  of  five  years.

He  served 
briefly  as  one  of  California’s  first  senators,  and  in  1856  his 
wide  popularity  and  anti-slavery  opinions  won  him  the 
Republican  nomination.  Questions  about  some  of  his  ethical 
practices  probably  cost  him  the  election.

Fisk’s  brokers  were  unaware  of 
Grant’s  decision  and  kept  buying,  while  Gould’s  brokers 
secretly  sold  gold  to  all  takers.  Gould  made  millions.  Fisk 
simply  repudiated  all  of  his  verbal  contracts  and  hid  in  the 
Erie  offices,  protected  by  the  corrupt  judges  that  were  in  the 
pocket  of  the  Tweed  Ring.

John  [Juan]  Dominguez  (1784-?)  was  born  in  Havana,  Cuba.  He  joined  the  Mexican  army  in  1813  and  served  in  the 
Army  of  the  Three  Guarantees,  in  support  of  the  Plan  of  Iguala,  which  declared  Mexican  Independence  in  1821.  He  achieved 
the  rank  of  a  full  colonel  and  retired  in  1828.  On  July  6,  1829  he  was  granted  a  colonization  contract  by  the  Texas  government 
and  was  listed  as  an  Empresario.  He  was  authorized  to  bring  200  settlers  to  Texas  over  a  period  of  6  years.  The  area  was 
bounded  by  the  Arkansas  River  by  the  intersection  of  the  twenty  third  degree  of  longitude  west  of  Washington,  the  dividing  line 
of  Mexico  and  the  United  States;  then  south  along  this  line  a  distance  of  forty  leagues,  then  west  twenty  leagues  then  north 
parallel  to  the  Arkansas  River.  Dominguez  appointed  the  lieutenant  governor  of  Texas,  Victor  Blanco,  to  execute  his  contract.

Only  about  39 
certificates  are  known  to  exist,  and  most  are  tied  up  in 
institutions  or  are  heavily  trimmed  at  the  borders.

Note  that  there  is  room  to  write  in  the  fractional 
part  of  the  dollar  amount.  Theoretically  these 
could  be  issued  in  the  amount  necessary  in 
order  to  avoid  making  change.  The  fractional 
parts  are  expressed  in  ninetieths  of  a  dollar.  At 
the  time  of  issue  there  was  some  debate  as  to 
whether  or  not  our  small  change  issue  would  be 
based  on  ninetieths  (90  pence  equaled  one 
Spanish  Milled  dollar),  or  on  the  decimal 
system  that  was  eventually  adopted. 

When  the  Revolutionary  War  ended,  the 
Continental  Congress  was  not  in  a  position  to 
be  able  to  redeem  the  outstanding  currency  it 
had  issued.  Bonds  had  to  be  redeemed,  and 
there  were  new  Federal  expenditures 
necessary.  In  order  to  meet  this  need, 
Congress  authorized  the  issue  of  these 
"Federal  indents”  in  eight  different  convenient 
denominations.  They  were  receivable  for  taxes, 
and  the  fact  that  they  are  encountered  in  lower 
grades  indicates  that  they  circulated  to  some 
degree.  Unlike  the  Continental  Currency  which 
became  virtually  worthless,  these  indents 
depreciated  down  to  about  20%  of  their  original 
value.  A  rare  series,  and  not  fully 
appreciated  by  today’s  paper  money 
collectors.

U.S.  Postal  Notes 


The  first  United  States  Postal  Notes  were  issued  from  September  3, 

1883  to  June  30,  1894.  During  their  12-year  history,  postal  notes  were 
printed  by  three  different  bank  note  companies  that  produced  seven 
different  varieties.  Contract  periods  were  four  years.  The  Homer  Lee 
Bank  Note  Company  contract  extended  from  1883-1887,  the 
American  Bank  Note  Company  contract  from  1887-1891  and  the  Dunlap  and  Clarke  contract  from  1891-1894. 

The  seven  types  of  postal  notes  were  first  catalogued  by  Peter  Martin  in  an  article  in  the  1997  Congress  Book  published  by  the 
American  Philatelic  Congress.  He  identified  the  seven  types  as  PN1  -  PN7.  The  first  four  types  were  produced  by  Homer  Lee, 
the  next  two  by  American  Bank  Note  and  the  last  was  issued  by  Dunlap  and  Clarke.  Martin’s  postal  note  numbering  system  was 
adopted  by  the  Krause-Minkus  Standard  Catalog  of  U.S.  Stamps. 

An  ongoing  census  of  postal  notes,  begun  in  1975,  has  identified  fewer  than  1,500  surviving  notes.  This  collection  of  United 
States  Postal  Notes  is  one  of  the  Top  10  collections  of  these  issues.  The  48  postal  notes  in  the  collection  include  great  rarities 
and  are  particularly  strong  in  Western  notes.  The  collection  comprises  the  largest  group  of  postal  notes  offered  at  public  auction 
at  one  time.

HINTS  FOR  BIDDING 

i  BY  FAX  OR  MAIL 


Bidding  in  auctions  can  sometimes  be  a  real  challenge, 
but  bidding  by  mail  presents  its  own  set  of  issues.  Many 
dealers  and  collectors  are  riot  able  to  appear  at  auction  in 
person,  yet  want  to  participate  in  the  bidding  process. 
Experience  has  taught  us  ways  to  minimize  frustrations, 
and  maximize  results  for  those  bidding  by  mail,  and  we 
would  like  to  share  some  of  those  ideas  with  you.  Here 
are  the  questions  we  are  asked  most  often,  and  some  of 
the  suggestions  we  have  made  to  bidders  submitting  mail 
bids.  We  think  they  will  save  you  time  and  money,  as 
well  as  help  you  win  lots  you  might  otherwise  miss. 

“I  can’t  come  to  your  office  to  view  lots,  but  I  want  to 
know  more  about  a  particular  lot  before  I  bid  on  it.” 

Lots  are  available  to  be  viewed  at  the  times  and  places 
posted  in  the,  front  of  the  catalogue.  We  often  bring  lots 
to  conventions,  and  there  is  no  better  way  to  learn  about 
numismatics  or  scripophily  than  to  attend  a  convention, 
view  auction  lots,  and  talk  to  dealers  and  collectors.  But 
if  you  can’t  view  items  personally,  here  is  how  we  can 
help  you  get  a  better  idea  of  what  you  are  bidding  on: 

1)  Call  us,  and  we  will  be  happy  to  have  one  of  our 
experts  describe  any  lot  you  ask  about. 

2)  We  can  arrange  to  copy  most  items  and  we  will 
FAX  or  mail  the  copies  to  you  at  a  nominal  charge.  We 
can  also  scan  items  and  email  images. 

3)  If  you  have  established  credit  with  us,  we  may  be 
able  to  ship  lots  to  you  for  direct  viewing. 

Please  realize  that  requests  for  phone  assistance,  for 
copies  or  for  shipping  lots  directly  to  you  must  be 
arranged  well  in  advance  of  the  closing  date  of  the  sale, 
and  that  a  cost  may  be  charged  for  these  services. 

“I  have  a  limited  budget  and  although  there  are  many 
items  I  would  like  to  bid  on,  I  am  afraid  of  exceeding 
my  budget.” 

There  is  an  easy  way  to  solve  this  problem.  It  is  called  a 
“limit”  bid  sheet.  Let’s  look  at  an  example.  Mr.  Smith 
collects  Confederate  notes,  and  he  sees  that  there  are 


over  thirty  lots  he  would  like  to  buy.  His  budget  is 
$1,000,  but  the  estimates  on  the  thirty  lots  he  likes  add 
up  to  well  over  $5,000.  If  he  bids  on  all  thirty,  he  might 
win  them  all  and  exceed  his  budget.  To  be  safe,  he  bids 
on  only  ten,  and  he  wins  only  one  lot  for  a  $100.  Mr. 
Smith  is  disappointed  because  he  missed  the  chance  to 
bid  on  all  thirty  lots.  He  could  have  bid  safely  on  all 
thirty  lots  and  increased  his  chances  of  improving  his 
collection  by  submitting  a  “limit”  bid  sheet.  Here  is  how 
it  works: 

Mr.  Jones  has  the  same  collecting  interests  as  Mr.  Smith. 
He  has  the  same  $1,000  budget.  Mr.  Jones  bids  on  all 
thirty  lots  he  is  interested  in.  He  writes  at  the  bottom  of 
his  bid  sheet  “Please  limit  my  total  winning  bids  to 
$1,000.”  Every  time  Mr.  Jones  wins  a  lot,  we  keep  track 
of  his  total  spending.  When  the  total  reaches  $1,000,  we 
will  stop  applying  his  bids.  We  did  what  he  would  have 
done  had  he  been  at  a  live  auction.  We  spent  only  what 
he  budgeted  for. 

“What  if  there  are  three  similar  lots,  and  I  only  want 
one?” 

“#101  OR  #102  OR  #103  at  $200”  will  work  perfectly. 

“I  bid  $30  on  a  lot  that  was  estimated  at  $100,  and  I 
didn’t  get  the  lot.  Later,  when  I  got  the  Prices 
Realized,  the  lot  was  reported  as  unsold.  Why  didn’t  I 
get  the  lot?” 

The  Terms  of  Sale  state  that  bids  less  than  60%  of  the  es¬ 
timate  will  not  be  accepted.  As  auctioneers,  we  have  a  re¬ 
sponsibility  to  the  consignors  as  well  as  the  bidders.  Any 
bid  that  is  considered  to  be  less  than  the  “...regular  mar¬ 
ket  value...”  of  the  item  may  be  rejected  by  the  auction 
house.  Keep  this  in  mind  when  making  bids  below  the 
estimates  given.
